passage o\ the law. 

The penalty fur violating th<j law 
It severe, and &b one ihird of the 
fines gpea to the prosecutiog attor- 
ney, he will be rigid In con^peliing 
the doctors to comply with lis p'rJ- 
visiops. These are probably niany 
doctors in t|^ 3)ate who ^can not 
coutorm to t^e requirements of tlie 
law, and it is fortunate fo^ _^hem 
that they will have an opportunity 
to atten^ lectures and obtain a di-, 
ploraa at tha.s'prjng seaeioA ol the 
Kentucky School (>f Medicine, 
which, wiy begin the fifst of Febru- 
ary and close about the middle of 
June.

CHAPTEn^XIII. 

THAT NInllT AT HICHMOND. 

II «ras the 2rih duj- of Fcbruarr, 1968. 
The urmy had wintered cloae to Winchccter, 
mad the campaign wu about io open with a 
grand tevlew before Oeneral Sheridan. It 
KM a ndi.t •.iirht, that you would go 
inuiiv u ujilu to SCI' in theaa |ii|>ing Umea of 
jxsai'c; but there wore no on-lookorn, the 
bliad* of neighboring houtei wore oil 
dmwn down, and not a curious face pe^ed 
furtively out, nor came a iioui from Win- 
ohetter to witnemi Die Rallaiit doings. 
Think of it I F\>urteen thouaaud I'avalriri 
•ndleaa llnea o( tnlMitfy, and llfty b«ttM^' 
tea of artiUery, all Intbdrbest, with the 
■pring aun ahlningon their ratil<s. 

It was a long ride for Sht riiUiii that day 
to pass before the cxiondeil nuiks. On 
starting be tras oi-comiiaiiicHl by his stuff, 
bnra in furbished uniforms, l)ut by de- 
grsM, as horse after hor^u sui rtiiiibed to 
fatigue, there was notiiinK loft of the gay 
cavalcade but the (Jcncrjl himself on his 
tireless Itliu-k rli;ir;^er. And the uioftt sin- 
gular jKirt of it all was, tli:it Wtleit the ioij^' 
ride was over, every ^Idler iu lino win 
readjrto swaar that Sheridan's eyes looked 
straight lotb his with especially approviug 
glance. 

Two days afterward, at four o°clo<-k in 
the morning, this splendid host set Jorth 
to fulfill its destiny. They captured Btaun 
ton, passed Waynesboro, and marched 
along the muddy roiida to Charlottesville. 

Little did Hai'i'v think, when he went a 
soldiering, iliut high auudemic lionors would 
oe conferred upon him; that, in fact, he 
would be appointed temporary ronservotor 
of the third greatest university of this 
country, but so it was. As the Union 
troops approached the city eager deputa- 
tions of borgbers and college authorities 
came forward to pray the clemency of tb6 
' invaders, and to Winthrop'f guardian care 
was confided Uic proteetiou o{ those classio 
osUs which have made Vir;;inia Illustrious 
as a home of learrinir Hut I am ufrald 
these roysterinjr troripcrR enjoyed the good 
fare tbo rich city jirovided a groat deal 
more than the honor aooming from their 
protectorate of coUej.'o dons. 

Then they stnu k the J.inics river and de- 
stroyed every lot-k and mill they came to, 
reselling Hanover Junction, where tbey 
had a brush with Piclcctt's diviaioa, which 
HanyWlnthrop declares to this day was 
the best in the Confederate army, and final- 
ly joined Ontnt at relei-shur^;. 

Meanwhile Licc's position was becoming 
utterly desperate, for every day Grant's 
grip upon him was tightenuig with the 
cruelty of an avenging Ncs^esis, aiid the 
only hope loft to him wus to stM-aiiigr and 
join Johnston. 

On the 1st day of April Sheridan, with 
nine thousand sabers and heavy oolnmns of 
infantry, drove his force liko a wedgu be- 
hind the Confederate' position at Five Forks, 
twelve miles southwest of Fetersburg; and, 
assailed in front and rear, the garriaqn 
was overwhelmed, and five thousand ioen 
were taken prisoners. 

The next morning at four o'clock the 
Union army advanced along the whole 
front, and the Confederate line of intrench- 
rceuts was broken and thousands of prison- 
ers were captured. 

Oh, that sad, sad Sunday at Richmond I 
The churches were full of people pltif ally 
prayiui; for Divine interference to avert 
the calamity thiy trembled to think was 
beyond the power of human aid. Even as 
J^erson Davis sat in his pew, the bitter 
tidings were brought him. and men read in 
his pallid face the becrinnintr of the end of 
their heroic strupgN*. I'rom lips to lipn 
were |>usscd the fatal words— Richmond 
must faU. Then the !<ir,^ets were filled 
with men, woiMon and children, mshingin 
wild huneutation they knew not whither, 
while even in that supremo hour of misery 
the lignrcs of busy plunderers might be 
seen doing their unholy work rsganlless 
of tbo suffering around them. In vain the 
city fathers tore from the warehouses the 
whisky Iwrrcis and iMurcd their contents 
into the gutters, men were found even In 
that dread hour reeling like demons through 
the streets, and when night came and Gen- 
eral Ewell fired the great tobacco houses, 
and the flames leaped with.unoootroUiible 
fury from street to street, the crisis of 
wretchedness was reached by the tciTor^ 
stricken inhabitants. 

That night Petersburg and Kiehmond 
were evacuated, and I/Oe, having done all 
that man could do, passed with the wrci^ 
of that splendid urmy with which ho had 
r.lruch the T'liion forces so many n crushing 
blow out into the open oosutry, with the re- 
lentless Bhcridon huugiag on his flanks. 

Ia all history where is' there a parallel of 
the heroic sufferings of I.e. '9 furtive ho-^'.V 
Beset on all sides by a reiculless f.je. r.:K!,',-d 
and spirit-broken, driven by the panics of 
hunger to oat the youn^ shoots of trees, with 
the clatter of the parsuins cavalry in their 
ears if for a moment they linpercd for i-cs'. 
they wandered on in -^vuu o.'^pair. And 
when the last supreme moment was come 
and the long ranks of the Union army 
bnstlcd in their front, they rallied to their 
gallant Icader'.n order to form for the 
cliargc. 

But Grant's letter to Lee, demanding sur- 
render and offering terms of generous 
treatment, averted what wooki have been 
one of the bloodiest tragedies of the war— 
the slaughter of ujen who, right or wrong, 
hod fought like beroos. 

So, on the 8th day of April, 1H5, the 
Army of Virginia laid down its arms, and 
the men who had periled so much for a sen- 
timent.'WBre no longer CsofOderate soldiers, 




saM, t Ihluk. that yon had faUen la a raU 
with aome of Moaeby's moo, aad thati 
though he had performed |ani1lttM of valor 
In your behalf, life wm MlMaH WbSB ha 
reached your aide," 

"What objeot oooUto hmlacMWoot- 
tngsuch a tale M thatr* Etetyaaksl, In 
dismay,
